Steve Petty gave a tremendous presentation on the 
rare, inexpensive and incredibly detailed Wiener ca¬ 
thedral medals. 

These 19th century 50 mm medals are famous the 
world over for the engraver’s skill in depicting the 
great depth of the interior of European cathedrals, 
with their row upon row of arches, in realistic detail. 
Steve showed a series of blowups of the medals. Each 
photo showed yet more detail, seemingly without end. 

Steve said only a couple hundred of each of the 41 
medals in the series were stuck, and prices tend to run 
in the $200 to $300 range.
